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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission 
filed on November 23 rd , 2005 has been entered. 

2. Upon further review the following action is deemed merited. The examiner 
regrets the delayed prosecution of the claims. 

Election/ Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Group I, claims 36 - 42, drawn to a method for translating and 
validating a first product description document, classified in class 715, 
and subclass 513. 

II. Group II, claims 43 - 49, drawn to a system with a first catalog and a 
second catalog to translate and validate a first product description 
document, classified in class 235, and subclass 435. 

III. Group III, claims 50 - 55, drawn to a two step method of translating 
and validating a first product description document, classified in class 
715, and subclass 514. 
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4. Inventions Group I, Group II, and Group III are related as subcombinations 
disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are 
distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately'usable. In the instant 
case, invention Group I, has separate utility such as a method for providing 
information regarding a customer account. Invention Group II, has separate utility 
such as providing provide a computer-based translation method that translate 
source information into target information using knowledge that arises from 
relationships between elements of the source information. Invention Group III, has 
separate utility such as validating and processing of a product. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
